Since  1934,  CCHS  has  had  a  high  school  journalism  organization, 
known  as  the  Press  Club.  Meetings  are  scheduled  every  third  week  through¬ 
out  the  school  year.  At  that  time  the  members  discuss  the  merits  and  pitfalls 
of  the  "Eagle,"  credit  and  discredit  the  editor  and  staff,  take  in  worthy 
journalists,  and  enjoy  a  social  get-together. 

The  underlying  ceremonies  of  the  Press  Club  are  solemn,  serious,  and 
impressive.  WRen  a  journalist  has  been  initiated  into  the  organization,  he  be¬ 
gins  to  realize  its  seriousness. 

Press  Club  was  started  last  fall  by  the  four  members  from  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year— Joan  Strcuse,  Harold  Flox,  June  Walter,  and  Robert  Jellison. 
During  the  year  nine  more  members  were  initiated  into  the  organization. 

Only  one  financial  endeavor  was  made  by  the  club — selling  sectional 
tournament  papers,  published  by  a  co-staff  from  North  Side,  South  Side,  and 
Central  High  Schools  of  Fort  Wayne.

The  National  Forensic  League  is  an  hcnor  society  for  high  school  debaters  and  stu¬ 
dents  interested  in  speech  work.  These  chapters  have  spread  throughout  the  United  States 
since  1924,  when  they  were  first  founded. 

The  Columbia  City  chapter  was  organized  in  1934  and,  since  that  time,  has  taken 
its  place  among  numerous  activities  here. 

During  former  years,  this  club  held  its  meetings  at  school,  but  this  year  a  more 
social  note  has  been  added  in  that  the  meetings  are  now  held  at  the  homes  of  the  members. 

This  organization  is  based  almost  entirely  on  merits.  When  a  student  has  earned  a 
specified  number  of  points,  his  name  is  brought  up  for  membership  and  then  voted  upon. 
Once  in  the  society,  a  member  may  raise  his  degree  of  standing  by  obtaining  more  points 
through  debating,  speech  contests — oratorical,  extemporaneous,  declamatory.

Complimentary  tickets  were  issued  and  a  full  house  attended 
the  performance. 

Janice  Cantrell  (June  Walter),  and  Chloe  Clark  (Ruth  Ann  Scott),  hear  that  Janice  has 
inherited  the  "Cantrell  Mansion"  from  her  uncle,  Randolph  Cantrell  (Vernon  Trier),  a  chem¬ 
ist,  who  supposedly  drowned  two  years  previously. 

Their  hopes  are  dampened,  however,  when  they  find  that  the  place  is  badly  in  need 
of  repairs  and  is  inhabited  by  peculiar  characters.  There  is  Guppy  (Bob  Jellison),  a  half-wit; 
Mrs.  Shump  (Betty  Hull),  a  disagreeable  housekeeper;  Singh  (Harold  Flox),  a  religious  fan¬ 
atic;  Marya  (Jane  Bitting),  a  mysterious  French  girl;  and,  Voriloff  (Verne  Coolman),  a  Russian 
of  questionable  character. 

Amid  screams,  moans,  secret  formulas,  and  high  explosives,  the  girls  find  them¬ 
selves  involved  in  a  mystery.  "The  plot  thickens"  when  Herbie  Hipper  (Bill  Erdmann), 
Wanda  Wilde  (Josephine  Wallace),  Pansy  (Mona  Ward),  and  Dick  (George  Sewell),  a  dis¬ 
guised  secret  service  man  come  on  the  scene.

The  fact  that  a  new  schoolmaster,  Ralph  Hartsook  (Paul  Windemuth),  is  to  take  over 
at  Flat  Creek,  Indiana,  inspires  Bud  Means  (Jack  Walter),  and  Hank  Banta  (David  Bolyard), 
two  local  bullies,  to  do  their  best  to  "turn  him  out."  Doc  Small  (Donald  Smith),  a  crafty 
crook,  who  has  many  a  blot  to  darken  his  character,  also  wants  the  schoolmaster  out  of 
town  for  personal  reasons.  He  tries  to  pin  one  of  his  own  crimes  on  the  unsuspecting 
teacher.

Reed  of  Harlan,  Kentucky,  stepped  in  to  fill  the  position  made  vacant  by 
Mr.  Lawrence  B.  Johnston. 

Despite  a  new  director  and  many  young  and  inexperienced  musicians, 
the  band  swung  into  action  for  the  football  season.

Then  on  April  18,  Scott,  Meyers, 
Strouse,  Shepherd,  Anspaugh,  Snyder,  Trier,  Keiser,  Ward,  Hull,  Hile,  Stevens,  Reed, 
Ennis,  Young,  and  Ferrey,  with  the  rest  of  the  Choir  and  Glee  Club  behind  them,  stepped 
out  and  took  their  bows  for  the  performance  of  The  Mocking  Bird,"  a  story  of  French  Louis¬ 
iana  in  1760.

The  seventh  period,  three  days  a  week,  finds  thirty-three  eager  under¬ 
classmen  trooping  over  to  the  music  building.

To  prepare  these  young  members  for  choir,  Mrs.  Munns  sees  that  they 
participate  in  much  the  same  activities  as  the  choir. 

This  organization  blended  their  voices  with  those  of  the  junior  and 
senior  vocalists  for  the  Christmas  program,  played  the  part  of  the  all  impor¬ 
tant  chorus  in  the  operetta,  participated  in  the  choir — band  concert,  and  sang 
for  baccalaureate.

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The  Christmas  program  was  a  joint  presentation  of  "The  Nativity"  by  the  music  and 
dramatic  art  departments.

On  April  18  the  choir  and  junior  chorus  presented  "The  Mocking  Bird,”  an  operetta 
in  three  acts  by  Rosenfeld  and  Sloan.  The  entire  cast  is  shown  in  the  second  picture  above. 

The  plot  tells  of  a  weak  French  king,  who  ceded  Louisiana  to  Spain,  thus  bringing  a 
Spanish  envoy  to  take  charge.  The  French  people  in  New  Orleans,  however,  refused  to 
abide  by  the  proclamation  and,  despite  the  protests  of  their  Governor  Aubrey  (Jack  Ans- 
paugh),  put  up  a  strong  resistance  to  the  Spanish  troops.  Led  my  Manon  (Ruth  Scott),  "The 
Mocking  Bird,  and  a  royal  Countess  in  disguise;  Major  Eugene  de  Lorme  (Eugene  Shep¬ 
herd),  a  fiery,  young  French  patriot;  and  Jean  LaFarge  (Vernon  Trier),  a  crafty  pirate, 
Louisiana  is  restored  to  the  French.  Bob  Finchley  (Bud  Meyers),  and  American,  also  helps 
win  the  battle  and  manages  to  win  Manon's  love.  Other  love  elements  are  provided  by  the 
flighty  Marquise  (Yvonne  Hile),  and  old  Maxime  (Gail  Snyder),  who  has  been  jilted  by  his 
ward  Yvette  Millet  (Joan  Strouse),  for  Eugene.  The  purposely  false  prophesies  by  the  negro 
maid,  Chloe  (Betty  Hull),  and  the  boredom  of  the  Countess  Bellaire  (Phyllis  Ferrey),  add  to 
the  comedy  plot.

SEPTEMBER

The  Booster  Club  receives  from  the  school  a  beautiful  movable  10x10  hot 
dog  stand  with  a  roof  'n'  everything. 


OCTOBER 

The  class  elections  are  held  and  Bud  Meyers,  Coolman,  Nelson,  and  Kessie  will  head 
the  senior,  junior,  sophomore,  and  freshman  classes,  respectively.  The  annual  homecoming 
is  held  with  the  traditional  bonfire  and  snake  dance.  "The  Eagle"  staff  organizes  and  finds 
that  it  has  forty  members.  The  Eagles  emerge  from  the  Plymouth  game  with  a  14 — 6  vic¬ 
tory.  Twenty-nine  world  history  students,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Carver,  view  what 
sights  the  "Windy  City"  has  to  offer.  A  straw  vote  reveals  the  Democrats  still  hold  prece¬ 
dence  in  this  school.  The  Eagles  win  their  third  game  of  the  season  from  Bluffton.  The 
juniors  sponsor  a  Mickey  Rooney  film  in  the  auditorium  and  the  annual  board  sponsors  an 
indoor  circus.  The  Eagles  lose  the  last  two  football  games  to  Decatur  and  Central  of 
Fort  Wayne. 

NOVEMBER 

Thrasher  comes  out  on  top  in  the  girls'  tennis  tournament.  Henshaw  is  elected  to  the 
Commercial  Club  s  highest  post.  Basketball  practice  begins.  The  juniors  hold  the  first  cake 
walk  of  the  season.  Miss  Thornburgh  receives  a  broken  vertebra  in  an  auto  accident 
and  Miss  Hallowell  returns  to  CCHS's  halls  to  substitute.  The  annual  guidance  conference 
is  held  and  five  of  CCHS's  more  intellectual  "ferns"  apply  for  information  about  Wabash's 
strictly  masculine  halls.  "Abe"  DeVol  is  the  first  to  pay  in  full  for  a  1941  "Columbian."  The 
dramatics  class  presents  the  thriller,  The  House  of  Horrors" — Jellison  and  Betty  Hull  are 
outstanding.  A  new  Pontiac  arrives  for  driver  training  course.  The  month  ends  with  two 
victories  and  two  losses  for  the  basketball  season. 


DECEMBER

mately  two  weeks  are  granted  to  CCHS  for  Christmas  vacation.  A  new  school  ring  is  de¬ 
cided  upon  by  students.  Katie  Merley,  the  superintendent's  secretary,  becomes  Mrs. 
Harold  Samson  on  the  24th.

Terry  and  Wass  capture  top  honors  at  annual 
board  amateur  contest.  "The  Eagle”  staff  makes  merry  at  its  annual  razz  fest.  Mid-semester 
exams  are  held  the  28th  and  29th.  Souder  receives  the-most- valuable-member-award  for 
his  business  managership  of  "The  Eagle."  Freshmen  top  the  semester  honor  roll  with  five 
members.  Three  students  fight  in  the  golden  gloves  tourney  at  Fort  Wayne — Harold 
Nelson,  Phil  Loe,  and  Bill  Malone.  Marty  Langhor  takes  over  Katie  Samson's  job  as  Mr. 
Kerr's  secretary.  The  first  semester  draws  to  a  close. 

FEBRUARY 

The  annual  Camp  Whitley  Stunt  Night  benefit  is  held.  Annual  board  holds  a  chop- 
suey  supper  and  a  record  breaking  crowd  necessitates  several  being  turned  away.  Bill  Erd¬ 
mann  wins  top  honors  in  the  Archer  contest.  The  usual  number  of  comic  valentines  circu¬ 
late  through  school.  CCHS  netmen  go  strong  and  get  to  the  semi-finals  at  the  Fort  Wayne 
sectionals.  An  address  by  Reverend  Sparling  and  a  lecture  on  telephones  by  a  representa¬ 
tive  from  the  Bell  laboratories  comprise  the  month's  convocations. 

MARCH 

The  boys'  league  tournament  is  held — Michigan  and  the  FFA  teams  capture  top 
honors;  girls'  tournament  ends  with  Evelyn  Mullendore's  team  on  top.  The  annual  board, 
always  raising  money,  presents  CCHS  s  original  Professor  Whizz  at  convocation  the 
teachers  win  over  the  students.  Reverend  Basil  Malof,  a  Russian  immigrant,  speaks  at  con¬ 
vocation.  The  dramatics  class  presents  an  adaptation  of  Edward  Eggleston's  'The  Hoosier 
Schoolmaster"  and  it  proves  to  be  a  success.  Approximately  thirty  bandsters  compete  in 
the  district  solo  and  ensemble  contest  held  at  Butler  on  the  29th.  CCHS  debaters  attend  the 
NFL  conference  held  at  Depauw.  The  varsity  stays  in  the  running  for  four  rounds  in  the 
sectional  tourney  at  Fort  Wayne.
